May 12.—An amazing story 
of traction mismanag ement and loot, in 
connection with the Third avenue street 
railroad system, is told in the first report 
of Receiver Frederick W, W hitridg e to the 
bondholders, which was made public to­ 
day. It declares that there is no "evidence 
on earth, or under the earth” of the ex­ 
penditure on the Third avenue system of, 
the g reater part of the 36 million dollars 
raised by the sale of Third avenue 4 per 
cent bon<[s. 
O f this vast sum 20 million dollars was 
exfjended prior to the lease to the M etro­ 
politan and 8 larg e part of it went to po­ 
litical contractors. 
It would cost $ 200,000 
to trace the 
money expended since the lease, and the 
receiver is not g oing tr> bring any suits for 
restitution. 
The report says the Third 
avenue is entitled to himdreds of thou- 
sawds of dollars In damag es from the 
Metropolitan, but it would be useless to 
sue, for the judg m enti could only be paid 
in “stag e money.” The receiver, irowever, 
will list his damag e claims to smother the 
claims which the Metropolitan may bring 
ag ainst the Third avenue. 
The receiver rejoices at his past success 
in catting off transfers and declares his 
intention of g oing into court for permis­ 
sion to abolish all transfers in the Bronx 
and with the Metropolitan elevated sys­ 
tem. 
He admit# that this abolitk>n, if 
g ranted, will cause g reat inconvenience, 
btit declares it will be profitable. This *ur- 
prisiiijj report dwells on the miserable 
condition in which he found the roadbed, 
cars and other eq uipment of the Third 
avenue company, when he took charg e. He 
schedules necessary expenditures to the 
amount of more than 4 million dollars of 
new rolling stock.

It is seldom that a great engineering 
work Involving untried problems of a 
complicated and serious character has 
been carried through so quietly as was 
the final successful construction of the 
Hudson river tunnel.

puraHng situations which arose In con­ 
nection with the various “blowouts" that 
occurred from time to time. 
One of the 
most troublesome of these occurred while 


Adams was elected in 1796 by the Presi

But by 1800 the 
need of organization was seen and eo the 
leaders in W ashington met in party cau­ 
cuses. 
There was objection to this plan al­ 
most from the outset For the people had 
a blind fear of what they called the in­ 
trigue of the national capital.

advantages of the compact organization 
afforded 
by 
the 
Congressional 
caucus 
were so great that It k ept its power for 
two decade» . 
By 1824, however, there were general 
protesta over the nomination of W . H. 
Crawford of Georgia, an amiable man 
with qualities that made him much more 
popular witli members of Congress, who 
k new him personally, than with the peo­ 
ple at large, who judged him from an­ 
other 
standpoint 
Crawford came 
out 
third in tlie electoral colleges, the election 
was throw n into the House of Represen­ 
tatives where J. Q. Adams won by a coali­ 
tion with the G ay forces. 
The greatest indignation came from the 
W est, where the influence of the frontier 
had bred a spirit of equality and a con­ 
tempt for the traditions of the older East­ 
ern settlements. 
There was the fiercest 
Renunciation of the “office hunters” whose 
deals, it was believed, had made Adams 
President 
Thus "King Caucus” was def­ 
initely dethroned. 
The next few years constituted a period 
of transition. Nominations were made by 
state legislatures, by mass meetings and 
by newspaper announcements. One sUte 
would second the nomination of another. 
Meanwhile, in some of the stotes popular 
representatives were being admitted to the 


King Humbert of Italy and Amadeo, who 
was for a short time k ing of Spain.

was m arried in 1862 to King Luis of 
P o rtu^ l, who died m 1889. H er son was 
King Carlos, who was assassinated a few 
months ago, and Manuel, the present k ing 
of Portugal, is her grandson.

The supreme court of W isconsin has 
just made an important decision of great 
interest to teachers and boards of educa­ 
tion. 
In it the declaration is made th^t 
school authorities have the power to 
pend pupils for offenses committed out­ 
side of school hours and not in the pres­ 
ence of the teacher, provided that the of­ 
fenses are of such nature as to have a di­ 
rect and immediate tendency to influence 
the conduct of other pupils in the school­ 
room. 
If discipline is set at naught or 
the authority of the teacher is impaired or 
he is brought into ridicule and contempt, 
there 
is 
justification 
for 
punishm ent 
W'ithout this power order, decency, de­ 
corum and good government withm the 
school are impossible. 
The case arose in the high school at 
S t Croix Falls, 
Two girls, daughters of 
a leading citizen, being offended at the 
stria discipline of-the principal, wrote a 
poem, “Rules of S t Croix Jail," which 
was printed in a local paper. 
The faculty 
demanded an apology before the school as 
the alternative of expulsion. 
W hen the 
pupils declmed to apologize or to pay a 
small fine assessed under the school rules 
they were expelled. The board of educa­ 
tion sustained the facul^ action. 
The 
appeal to the courts has 
b tcn decided as 
above indicated. 
The principle has wide application. If 
It should be adopted in other states it

Hakpk *.s Ferbv, W. Va.—Montv ille, the 
last of the rev olutionary homes in King 
Williamt county, Va., and the scene since 
the days of war between England and the 
united colonies of tome of the most bril­ 
liant social affairs of the South, is 
doomed. It is to be destroyed by fire by 
itt owners, th« great-grandchildren of the 
famous Patrick Henry, becaute bats hav e 
taken pottesslon of the place. Th« present 
ownert are the Ayletts, descendant* of 
William Aylett, whose name is known to 
ev ery school pupil of the South, 
During the life of 
William Aylett, 
Montv ille was the most hotpitable place 
in Virginia. The belles and beaux of the 
Old Dominion were wont to gather there 
during the early days, and now the great 
parlort and broad wallt of the mansion 
are giv en up to bats. 
This is because 
ev ery human effort to exterminate the 
pesky things has been unav ailing. 
The 
original Montv ille was 
built 
by 
that 
W'falthy family before the Rev olutionary 
war, but was burned during that strug­ 
gle, and the present mansion was erected 
soon afterward. 
Ihere is no liv ing in or near the place 
since the warm weather started. 
Thou­ 
sands of bats hang around the spacious 
bedrooms and grand parlors of the colo­ 
nial mansion. 
Years ago, when 
John 
Brown, who made this little mountain city 
famous, v isited the place, he Is said to 
hav e been driv en from the house by the 
numerous bat*. Old Virginians tell that 
Brown went to the Aylett home ^as a spy 
before wmiing to the v icinity of Harpers 
Ferry, with the v iew of tecuring certain 
plant of those who later took up arms 
against the Union. 
TOO Huca FOR JOHN BROWK. 
The Ayletts were mo-st prominent in the 
Confederate cause. The story is told to 
this day that durhig the night John Brown 
was so pestered by the bats that he was 
compelled to leav e his couch and don his 
clothes. 
Fearing that his host would be 
insulted because of unceremoniously awak­ 
ing him to tell the cause of his inability 
to sleep, Brown detided to walk out on 
the lawn until sunrise. 
Before he was 
fifty jard* from the house a scout, who 
had witnessed Brown’s arriv al and sus­ 
pected that hi* mission was not the best 
for the cause of 
the 
anti-abolitionistt, 
warned him to leav e. 
Without bag or 
baggage. Brown left It wat only a snort 
time later until the Harpert Ferry insur­ 
rection that resulted in Brown's hanging 
occurred. 
Thus, around Montv ille, 1* wov en a hu­ 
man interest story that la oft repeated 
around the fireside of border homes. 
In the hope of hav ing the hiitoric man­ 
sion all possible effortt hav e been made 
to exterminate the bats that infest it. At­ 
tempts to driv e them out with poison and 
clul» hav e failed. 
They cling to ev ery 
room, to ev ery wall. They are to dense, 
hanging before th« windows, that they 
darken the house in daytime. 
At night 
they loosen themselv es and cha« « for the 
lawns so thickly that they strike them­ 
selv es and each other in their flight, Ef­ 
fortt to kill them off hav e failed, and the 
owners hav e decided to quit and burn the 
old hom« . 
tVEay tFFuHT FAILS. 
It has been but a short time since Philip 
Aylelt, a prominent engineer of Richmond, 
Va., and one of the owners of the place, 
\*i8ited Montv ille and attempted to make 
the place "bat-proof.” He had ev ery door, 
ev ery window, ev ery crack stopped up, and 
although the chimneys were cov ered with 
rubber cloths, the bats found tome mys­ 
terious way to enter. Thev came In, not 
tin^fly, but bv the thou» an<is. The tupcr- 
ttitiout tay that the place is haunted 
About tne time of the dote of the Rev * 
olutionary war, when Americant were 
ture of a v ictory ov er the Britith, Mont- 
v ille wat a modern Southern mantion. 
Itt woodwork it now old and brittle. It is 
true that^ the workmen were 
barely 
through with their job than the bats took 
pottetsion—Rev olutionary-time bats—and 
apparently there was no way of keeping 
them out. 
Six of the Aylett family now own Mont­ 
v ille. They are the grandchildren of Eliz­ 
abeth Henry, from whom they inherited 
the place, atid the wat the granddaughter 
of Patrick Henry. 
After the death of 
William Aylett his sons and daughters 
married and mov ed away, and Montv ille 
was rented for the first time since it was 
deeded in 167 0 to the first Aylett who 
came to America by CTiarles II. 
The lessee used ev ery possible means 
to clear the place of bats, but was un*uc- 
cestful. During the day there were strings 
of bats yards long. The first of the grue­ 
some creatures would cling to a piece of 
woodwork, to the wall, the window sills, 
or to a stick of furniture, and his fellows 
would cling to him, funning a string of 
squeaking, repulsiv e objects. The mo­ 
ment of the setting of the sun the string 
of bat* would dissolv e and they would 
seek the open, squeezing througli the 
cracks of windows or doors and through 
the floors and walls. 
A house half a mile away was taken 
by the lessee and the mansion wat aban­ 
doned. Prizet were offered by the Aylett 
children to negroet who would kill the 
greatett number of bats. One child, who 
was ttandlng in front of a door, killed 
2,000 bats with a tennis racquet in one day. 
Negroes came for mile* around to take 
part in the slaughter in the hope of carry­ 
ing off prizes, and despite the wholesale 
slaughter their number apparently did not 
dimini*h. The bat* then thriv ed, apparent­ 
ly. on poison that wa* placed in ev ery part 
of th« building. 
The owner* of the hou*e believ e that if 
they bum it in dav time they will kill most 
of the bats, and tney will build a modern 
new residence in its place.

If Tammany moves, Pastor’» thea­ 
ter, owned bv the society, would have to 
go also, and it is regarded as certain 
that the entire block fronting on East 
Fourteenth street, would be purchased and 
modern buildings erected upon it.

The mam indiwement to the change 5» 
that Tammany hall is no longer centrally 
kicated. A site not lower than Thirty-fifth 
street and perhaps even north of Forty- 
second street, is <ks» red. 
The existing building has been the home 
of Tammany since Ifiw!, when the organ- 
itation moved from its old quarters where 
Ì» -now the New York Sun building. The 
removal was marked by a notable parade 
of the-braves, 
in 1868 the only Demo­ 
cratic national convention ever held in this 
city was held in the present building. H o­ 
ratio Seymoiy. who had declared on the 
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Sun building, was begim. 
Amid much pomp of aboriginal paint 
and feathers, Clarkson Crolius, the first 
grand sachem of the society, laid the 
cornerstone. 
In 1812 the hall was first 
occupied as the regular Tammany wig­ 
wam. 
It continued to be the headquarters 
of the New York Democracy until 1867, 
when the society erected the pre.nent Tam ­ 
many hall on Fourteenth street. 
A white marble statue of the Delaware 
Chief Tamane'ud (Tam m any) adorns the 
facade of the Fourteenth street building. 
One read# of him in Cooper’s “I^ st of the 
Mohicans.” 
From 
him 
the Tammany 
society took its name. 
Tamanend. or 
Tammany, was a great Delaware warrior 
of the Turtle clan, famed in song and 
story for hi» sagacity and his love of 
liberty. 
H t ruled over the thirteen tribes 
of the Lenni-l-cnnappc iDelawares)! con­ 
federacy of New York, Delaware, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
Tammany was 
present at the great council under the 
elm tree at Shakamakon and signed the 
treaty with W illiam Penn. 
The legftid 
runs that he was afterw ard invited by 
Manco Capac to revise the constitution 
of Peru, aild made a journey through 
Mexico to the land of the Children of 
the Sun for that purpose. 
On his depart 
ure for Peru, he dedicated each of his 
thirteen tribes to » ome particular animal, 
such as the bear, the beaver and otter, 
whose go« id qualities were commended to 
it* emulation. 
During the Revolutionary days patriotic 
« ocieties formed throughout the states un­ 
der the name of “The Sons of Tammanv.” 
I.ater Tammany was adopted as the tutelar 
divinity of Democratic .America. 
These 
early Tammany societies were scattered 
through the South and W est, but up to 
1789 had no existence in New York or 
farther east. 
To William Mooney, a noted citiren of 
olden New York, belongs the credit of 
having organized the Tammany society of 
New York. 
Mooney was an Irishman by 
descent, an American by birth. During the 
Revolution he was a leader among the 
famous "IJberty Boys," A fter the war was 
over Mooney went mto business as an up­ 
holsterer on Nassau street Toward the 
close of his life he was appointed keeper 
of the almshouse. It was Mooney’s idea to 
call the society the ''Columbian Order," 
but he wisely yielded to the popularity of 
the Indian name, Tammany. 
And in 1805, 
sixteen year» after its formation, the as­ 
sociation was ine;irporated as “The Tam ­ 


il 
roan; 
mijsi 
In the old records of the association, the 
Christian E ra was discarded, and all trans­ 
actions dated from three events: the Dis­ 
covery of America by Columbus, the Decla­ 
ration of Independence and the formation 
of the Tammany society. 
The year was 
divided into the Season of Blossoms, of 
Fruits, of H arvests and of Snows. 
The 
months were recorded after the Indian 
fashion, as first, second or third “moons." 
The charter of Tammany des<ribes it as 
Simply a charitable institution. 
The so­ 
ciety frequently has assisted the needy. At 
its earlier meetings it was a common oc­ 
currence for the hat to be passed around 
in behalf of destitute patriots, their widows 
and orphans. 
In later years it has freely 
given in time» of public disaster—pesti­ 
lence, flood and famine—both in this coun­ 
try and abroad. 
But in its youth Tammany was para« 
mountly a social affair. 
It made a spe­ 
cialty of celebrations. 
D uring the Eigh­ 
teenth century the festival 
o f Tammany, 
held on the 12th of May, wa$ a notable 
holiday. 
Bocsming cannon 
and waving 
flags heralded it* dawn. Tammany braves 
paraded the » treets in aboriginal glory of 
paint and feather*. 
In the evening the 
populace repaired to the only theater m 
the town. On one occasion a play entitled 
‘Tam m any, or the Indian Chief,” was pre­ 
sented on the boards. 
W ashington, with 
several members of his cabinet, applauded 
the performance. 
Tammany osnducted the first celebration 
in honor of the discovery of America by 
Columbus. The celebration was held on 
the 12th of October, 1792, and commem­ 
orated the three hundredth anniversary of 
the day. 
But the younger Tammanyites could be 
reverent as well as gay. For many year.s 
it had been a reproach to the federal g o ^ 
ernment that the skeletons of the 11,500 
patriots who perished o n the British prison 
ships at W allabout remained unbuned. 
Their bones whitened the shores of the 
bay'A fter many futile appeals to Congress, 
the members of Tammany hall raised a 
sum sufficient for their honorable inter­ 
ment. O n the 26th of May, IS)8, a grand 
funeral pageant passed through the short 
streets of old New York and crossed to 
the Brooklyn shore. 
There, in a vault, 
erected on Hudson avenue, near York 
street, the bones of those brave men who 
met death at W aliabaut were laid to rest. 
Tammany is the oldest and most power­ 
ful self-constituted political association in 
the world. It began with the governrnent 
itself, being organized %vithin a fortnight 
after W ashington took the oath of office as 
the first President of the United States, 
The organization took place at the old City 
hall, on Nassau street, near W all, a spot 
w'ithin sound of W ashington’s voice as he 
spoke his first presidential words to his 
countrymen.
